‘ Task Force 


The Republican state organiza-

A beaming lady informed 
me that 500 women volunteers 
had been at work for three days 
telephoning every home in the 
telephone book of this city of 
some 450,000, urging the people 
to turn out on the streets to greet 
the President and Mrs. Eisen- 
hower.

Mr. Oxford reported he is considering 
the introduction of a bill abolishing the 
present five-man Jekyll Island Authority. 
In its place he would substitute another

The Oxford proposal comes at an

of work there despite the fact that Gov. 
Marvin Griffin has not approved the 
expenditure of such funds. 

This seems to be another one of those 
misunderstandings which have become 
so common they no longer are re- 
markable. 

Sen. Oxford is one of the thousands 
of Georgians who thinks the full potential 
of the beautiful island is not being real- 
ized. He would like to see the new au- 
thority finance the development of low- 
cost accommodations along’ the beach 
where vacationers could spend a day, 


- week or month reasonably. 


the situation at Jekyll now 
is far from ideal. Millions have been 
spent there, but somewhere along the line 
something has gone wrong. One of the 
merits of the Oxford proposal is its defi- 
nite chain of command and fixing of re- 
sponsibility for mistakes and successes, 
a factor that is notably lacking today. 
Jekyll is one of the world’s finest and 
most beautiful pieces of property. But 
the situation there is so involved by leases 
and an authority apparently governed 
by centrifugal force that it is hard to 
see t ahead. 
are this is a matter that should 
be thrashed out by the General Assem- 
bly. Debate on the subject may produce 
the solution that many have sought in 
vain. |

Is Matter of Definition 


Gov. Griffin is a bit off base in his 
defense of the present state budget laws. 
Taking criticism of the laws as a per- 
sonal issue, the governor says they were 
good enough for other governors and 
should be good enough for him. 

The point is—from the standpoint of 
any governor—the laws are better than 
good. Any governor in office would be 
foolish to want to have them changed 
because of the great power which almost 


_ dictatorial control over the budget now 


gives. . 

Criticism of the present system began 
long before Gov. Griffin took office. Its. 
weakness was recognized shortly after 
adoption under the Arnall administra- 
tion. Strong criticism began under the 
administration of Gov. Talmadge and has 
been increasing since. 

Dissatisfaction with the law is not neces- 
sarily a criticism of Gov. Griffin although 
few will deny that the last session of the 
Legislature justified demands for reform. 
What the governor calls the “magnifi- 
cent spirit of cooperation” might better 
have been described as the “sordid spirit 
of coercion.” 

The point remains that the governor 
of Georgia, whoever he is, has more pow- 
er over state funds than perhaps any 
other governor in the land. This gives him 
extraordinary control over the legisla- 
tive branch. 

With state government having grown 
into a 300-million-dollar business, a lit- 
tle decentralization of authority is surely 
in order. It’s just too much to leave to the 
discretion of one man.

Titoism Is Spreading 
In Russian Satellites 


The decision by the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration to continue aid to Yugosla- 
via appears on the surface to be wise. 
Certainly all the evidence indicates that 
not. only has the Kremlin been unable 
to absorb or to destroy Tito, but nation- 
alist movements—whether Communist or 
not—are growing. 


The program of encouraging the sat- 


ellites to free themselves instead of at- 
tempting it by force was the basic think- 
ing of the so-called Kennan group in the 
state department under Dean Acheson. 
It was in no sense a writeoff of these cap- 
tive states, as Vice President Nixon re- 
cently charged. 


The program was adopted by the pres- 
ent administration and the vision which 
prompted it now seems justified. Spurred 
on by the ‘example set by Tito, the satel- 
lites give signs of increasing resistance 
to Moscow’s domination and their com- 
bined strength may force the Russians to 
grant them a measure of freedom. 


Poland and Hungary, for instance, 
already seem to have gained more inde- 
pendence than anyone thought possible 
a few months ago. The Polish riots and 


their aftermath produced strange conse- * 


quences in that country. Freedom of 
speech and the press have been remark- 
ably bold. Trials growing out of the riots 
have been conducted along Western lines. 
In Russia under Stalin there would have 
been no trials. 


Russia is reported to have rushed 
troops into Poland to quell the desire for 
freedom.

Dictators usually are unpopular, but Sam Burke is 
an exception. He has some 400 bosses, yet he rules the 
Georgia High School Association with an iron hand. 
Officials of the 400 high schools in the state athletic net- 
work have authority to overrule Burke, but the veto is 
seldom employed. 


They usually agree with the man, whom they fondly refer to 
as the “czar.” And if they don’t, they recall with anguish the 
confusion which existed on the high school scene before he took 
over the reins in 1946. So they go along 
with his decisions and seldom have 
reason for regret. 

Out of the conglomeration of the 
GIAA, NGIC, NGFA and SGFA, Burke 
has forged one of the smoothest and 
soundest athletic programs in the na- 
tion. 


The man from Thomaston, 
now in his 50s and balding, has 
as much energy as the youths par- 
ticipating in the various events 
under his direction. He is a tire- 
less worker and talker. And it’s 
fortunate that he enjoys talking, for 
he makes some 200 talks a year.

Though basketball and football are the leading spectator 
sports, they by no means constitute the GHSA program. Burke 
says more than 5,000 boys played baseball last season, and 
hundreds more participated in track, swimming, golf, tennis 
and rifle matches. 

Burke doesn’t tell you the number of participants in state high 
school sports has doubled since he streamlined the program.

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BLACK BOOKSHELVES HELP MAKE PRE-FAB LOOK LIKE HOME 
' Mrs. Kenneth Hammond and Son Gregory in Apartment Living Room 


They Made Athens Pre-Fab Livable 
With a Little Work, Color Ingenuity

ATHENS, Oct. 16—Here among 
the hills of Georgia’s northland 
nestles a somewhat unusual com- 
munity—the University of Geor- 
gia’s “pre-fab” apartments in- 
habited by 240 student and 
faculty families. 

The eight-unit white frame 
buildings, spiny with television 
antennae, are one-time army 
barracks moved to the campus 
shortly after World War II. 

Though far more glamorous in 
appearance, the prefabs offer 
the shoe-string- budget family 


. (which may include as many as 


five children) the ultimate in eco- 
nomical living. The $22 a month 
rent includes electricity and wa- 
ter. 


PROBLEMS 


But the pre-fabs also offer the 
ultimate in decorating problems. 
These may include one room 
painted deep blue-green, another 
a deep plum, and a third light 
green; wide-board floors which a 
previous tenant had painted just 
to the edge of a rug; one window 
per room, and huge doorless stor- 
age alcoves or closets. 

English instructor Kenneth 
Hammond, his wife Joan, and 
their 14-month-old son Gregory 
ran head-on into this whole array 
of problems when they became 
pre-fab dwellers a month or so 
ago. 

Yet with skillful planning, 
much time and effort spent in 
painting and refinishing, and 
very limited funds they’ve man- 
aged to bring order into what 
easily could have become 
chaos. 


KEY TO SUCCESS 


The key to their success has 
been an imaginative use of 
colors and accessories and a 
minimum of furniture. 


The long, narrow, living room, 


painted light green, has a win-. 


dow at one end and a large, 
rather unsightly oil heater at the 
other. The windowed end was, 
naturally, the one to emphasize. 
Two pairs of black bark clot 

curtains (Joan made them her- 
self from a pair of bedspreads) 
were hung in two tiers on rods 
wider than the window frame. 
Beneath the window is a family- 
donated rollaway bed with a 
tailored black corduroy cover. A 
heap of bright colored sofa pil- 
lows dispels any threat of som- 
berness. 


CENTER OF INTEREST 


Adjacent to the couch is the 
room’s center of interest—pine 
bookshelves 10 feet long which 
Joan and Kenneth painted black 
to house books by the score, 
records, record. player, plants 
and art objects. 

A black lamp table made from 
an old drawing board, a black 
and gray easy chair appropri- 
ated from Joan’s parents’ home, 
a sling chair and a dining table, 
which Joan and Kenneth resur- 
rected from a relative’s base- 
ment and refinished with clear 
varnish, complete the furniture 
roster. 

The blue-green foom serves 
‘as master bedroom. Since the 
room is small, Joan and Ken- 


neth limited furniture to a Holly- 


wood bed and a pair of match- 
ing Philippine mahogany chests 
ef drawers, which they bought 
from a mail order house, as- 
sembled and finished with lin- 
seed oil. 

Driftwood, a tiny oil painting 
and a large modern figurine add 


the finishing touches to the 
room which is distinguished by 
the sense it gives of uncluttered 
simplicity. 

With even the deep purple 
room the Hammonds have been 
successful. Little Gregory’s crib 
and chest of drawers both have 
a very blond natural finish. Com- 
bined with white curtains and 
closet drapery (again a sheet) 
they offer a cheerful contrast 
ta.the intense wall colog. 


Decorating in both bedrooms 


is still incomplete, Joan said. 
She has long-range plans to cro- 
chet rugs for both rooms — per- 
haps something in tones of brown 
—to cover the scarred floors. 

Has shifting to the pre-fab way 
of life been worth all this. ef- 
fort? Joan thinks so.

Our foreign circulation must be picking up. The morning mail 
brought one letter from Turkey and one from Berlin, both with 
requests which our readers closer to home might be interested in 

The first and easiest request is from Marianne Opitsch, a 
young West German high school girl who would like to exchange 
letters with some young people in this part of the world. 

“Some friends of my parents came by our house the other 
day and I told them that I would like very much to get into cor- 
respendence with some girl or boy over there,” wrote Marianne. 
“They did not know anybody for me but told me that you surely 
could help me—that you write sometimes about your own children 
which could be my age. 


“T"am 16 years of age myself and one of four children. My | 
father is with the post office here. I would like to exchange 
thoughts about our life here in this city and to hear how things 
are over there; and I would like so much to improve my English. 

“Would you be good enough to help me find somebody who 
would be interested in such a correspondence?” 


Marianne’s address is Suarezstrabe 14, Berlin-Charlottenburg 
5, Germany (West Zone). 

The other request is from a Fort Gaines girl who has gone 
to Samsun, Turkey, to teach English in a school. Her name is 
Jane Gwynne and this is what she writes: 

“While awaiting clearance, etc., I have been billeted in a 
boys’ boarding school, one of the largest and best in Turkey. And 
here I have met a Turkish boy who wants more than anything to 
get to America to study civil engineering as there are no éngi- 
neering courses offered in Turkey. He finished school here last 
June and has been working since as an assistant in a physics lab 
and spending his spare time writing letters to American colleges. 

“So far they have all sent him the same form letters. If he 
pays his own way for one year and does satisfactory work during 
that time he may apply tor a scholarship for the, other years. As 
it is impossible to take more than $120 in the Turkish equivalent 
out of the country he couldn't possibly pay for a year, even if he 
had money, which he hasn't. 


“He came to see me tonight and told me how he had applied 


” at Princeton, Harvard and Yale, and I immediately thought of 


Georgia Tech. Nothing’s better than Georgia Tech, if only he 
could get in. Or in any other Southern school. 

“He is an extremely pleasant, handsome boy. His grades are 
excellent (he was second in the school), as is his English. I think 
he would be an asset to any school. Do you have any idea how on 
earth I could go about finding him a scholarship? The Turkish 
government could pay his fare over (it can’t afford scholarships) 
and he would be willing to work part-time, but he would have to 
have complete tuition. 


“His name is Kaya Tuncer and he’s 19. If you could give me 
any help at all in this I would certainly appreciate it as form 
letters from colleges at this distance are hopelessly discouraging.”’ 

Does anybody have any suggestions? The spirit of a Georgia 
school marm plunging into a foreign land to teach and becoming 
passionately involved in finding additional opportunities for a 
bright student is very appealing to me. And the fact that across 
all those miles she is waving a banner for Georgia Tech is also 
appealing and, I suppose, characteristic. I hope somebody can 
give her a hand.
